«cr  *ewc»ciation,  a  proper  resfpeot  for  thm 
<>pimo-n.s  of  Boriety  demands  from  them 
wn  frfiUiHit  declaration  of  the  caust-w  "whioh 
ihav«  TJwhiKjed  them  to  eombdno,  and  of  th* 
pinnoiple-t  wliich  they  intend  to  adranoe, 
by  the  powoi-  of  tlieir  orgaLniztvtion.
